Mrs. PETTIBONE SMITH, who is not a 
m ember o f J bhe C P._JJSA. has been activ e in th e Ameri can 
Committee, for the—Pratection-of-Forelgn Born, the past, 
sho "has taken issue with" the CP in natters pertaining to 
religion and civil liberties. She has teen invited to 
JMotern German y, by some religious groups and planned to 
lea ve for~~We8tern Germany on or about September 1, 1960. 

The suggestion was made that some religious groups 
in the socialist countries in Europe invite her to these 
countries while she is in Western Germany.

Escalante said that - !he CPUSX't'crul'd be 
very helpful to the Cuban revolution. He suggested the CPUSA 
use statements from the PSP program to point out that Cuba would 
like to have good relations with all countries on an equal basis 
and neighborly relations with the United States on an equal basis. 
The CP must point out, Escalante said, that Cuba is not a Soviet 
base—it just wants to be free and its dealings with Russia are 
Cuba's way of accomplishing the revolution. 


Escalante further advised the PSP would like the CPUSA 
to assist in the exchange of trade-union delegations between the 
two countries. He pointed out that Cuba has a project for Negroes 
called "Operation Invitation." Its object: to invite Negroes 
from the United States, such as leaders of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People and the owners of newspapers, 
! and then try to reverse the process by sending Cubans to the 
United States. The CPUSA is expected to cooperate in this Cuban 
project. 


Escalante suggested that the CPUSA present the "Cuban 
sugar quota" topic in a way that the United States housewife 
"might" believe it. The American people should be told by the

CPCSA that cutting the sugar quota for Cuba not only punishes 
Cuba, but also punishes .the American consumer when he pays a 
higher price. The price Cuba was supposed to receive above 
the world market price for sugar was not aid for Cuba, according 
to Escalante, but; instead, was protection for the United States 
sugar growers.

The sossions of August 18, 1960, began with FLAVIO 
y JRAVO as the chairman. 

Report of ANIBAL ESCALANTE on the PSP Program 

ESCALANTE made a report on the program of the PSP, 
ESCALANTE said that the PSP started working on this program 
in 1955 and worked on it in 1956. Due to the crisis in Cuba 
and the landing of CASTRO troops, work on the program had 
to be postponed and it could not bo finished. However, by 
1957, there was submitted a strategic document with more 
clarity and it was up to date. It was a program for the 
'Party and for the country. In this way, there was set out 
objectives for the country and the role of the workors and 
peasants was defined. The document dealt with victory, 
nationalization, foreign policy, racial unity, liberty, the 
distribution of the semi-colonial, feudal establishment and 
the establishing of a real, revolutionary government. 

Later, with the victory of the revolution, it 
was clear that the strategy of the program, except for minor 
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developments and some changes, was nore or less correct. 

It was endorsed by a plenum of the Central Committee in 
October, 1957. 

Now we submit this document and we discuss it. 

FIDEL CASTRO realized that we differentiated ourselves from 
his movement. But despito some mistakes we had made, we 
contributed to the revolution. 

In 1959, the revolution required a real revolutionary 
government based on classes, workers, peasants, and the petty 
bourgeoisioi We are skill in the stage of the national 
revolution but the principal forms of property must be 
collective. The character of the revolution is anti-imperialist 
national liberation, patriotic*, democratic, and agrarian. The 
program corresponds to the anti-imperialist, anti-feudal 
■ necessities. 

1. National liberation is complete. 

2. He defend our independence and national 
institutions. 

* 3. Our foreign relations must be non-interference 

in the affairs of any other country. 

4. Tho defense of world peace. 

5. Wo favor disarmament and tho disposal of 
nuclear weapons. 

6. We favor the negotiation of differences. 

7. Renegotiations with the United States for 
more favorable arrangements for Cuba. 

8. External relations mean strengthening relations 
with other countries, including those in Latin America, 

the colonial countries, and the socialist countries. It 
also means normal relations with the United States based 
on equality and mutual respect. 
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Tho program called for nationalization of basic 
industry and utilities. The program said that it would bo 
put in force and applied in hooping with conditions as 
they developed and the advance of thq revolution. 

We said in the program that national revolution 
►must bo complete.! This moans that we must got back for 
»; Cuba Guantanamo Base . 

The program puts forth the idea of a radical 
transformation: 

I 1. Agrarian reform. This moans giving tho land 

to the, workers and peasants who woro victims of the semi¬ 
colonial recime and the big landlords. 

| 2. Nationalization of industry. 

I 2• State planning of the national economy. 

4. Wo decide markets as related to national 
independence. To quote JUAN MARTI "If a country wants to 
b© free* it must get rid of a mono-market"* This is being 
carried through. Wo are no longer tied just to the Yankee 
imperialist market. 

!>. Cultural improvement. 

6. A new Cuban state in thq hands of now classes 
instead of latifundists, imperialists, and capitalists. 

The state derives the power from the poor and works for 
their interest, 

7. Tho organization of a government that can 
carry through this program and tho tasks. The government 
is made up of workers, peasants, potty bourgeoisie and the 
national bourgboisio. 

Our aim, we said in the program, was from each 
.according to his ability and 'capacity. This program stands 
I and will stand although the forms of revolution change and 
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our revolution is already in an advanced change and some 
j of tho tasks indicated in the earlier program are being 
!carried through or have been carried through; 

Tho bourgeoisie vacillates and is frightened. 

Host of then are "Plattists," ^so named becauso of tho Platt 
Amendment adoptod by Congress in regard'to Cuba) . 

The bourgeoisie also fears the radicalization 
of tho workors and peasants. They will go along with the. 
revolution up to a point. When exploitation is not allowed 
any more, then tho enthusiasm of tho bourgeoisie stops. 

I The revolution does not drive away the national 

bourgeoisie,. Tho bourgeoisie depart from the rovolution. 

The program explains this and defends this. Wo would like 
{ tho national, bourgeoisio to stay and develop - to go along 

and cooperate in tho building of socialism. 

The main .aim of the revolution is already realized. 
We have smashed the imperialist hold and tho country is 
independent. We are advancing now to got rid pf tho last 
vestigos of imperialism. 

Si Plamaba! No Hore American! 

Oil, Bugar* commerce and .utilities have been 
nationalized. Sugar quotas have been replaced. Tho machines 
and factories are starting to cone in from tho Soviet Union, 
Czechoslovakia, and East Germany. We pay a small interest 
rate for credit but soon we will bo an industrial, agrarian 
country. 

, Seventyi-six sugar mills are already administered 

by the state. This means the state produces 60 per cent 
of the sugar. Tho factories, minos, utilities, railroads, 
port installations, city transport and agricultural 
implements are actually in tho hands of tho state. The 
ptato- needs to uso tho profits for planned expansion, 
j Already we are beginning a Cuban merchant marine. 
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Wo have a now relation of production in agriculture - 
voluntary cooperation wo call cooperatives. There are two 
typos, ono is the classical type - tho individual joins and 
divides the profits according to contribution. In tho second 
! type, everybody joins and it goes beyond simple production. 

They get profits but cone profits go to the state. 

The super structure of the stato lacks a little. 

In some instances, it may be ahead. In post, it will hav.e 
to develop. Wo have not developed all of the super structure. 
There should really be three powers, legislative, executive, 
arid judiciary. We do not have to stick to those old forms. 

The new forms have not developed as yet. 

Where is Cuba going? Tho program fixes that 

road: 

1. National liberationi 

2. Economic development. 

3. Devolopnont of a new, progressive state. 

The revolution is constantly advancing and the 
weight of the. popular forces increases. This gives us the 
guarantee. The workers and peasants alliance and national 
unity are the directing nuclei of the revolution - the 
fundamental forces. This is a Llarxist-Leninist analysis 
and aim and is decisive in direction. 

The enemy forced a faster pace of the revolution. 

We intended it to go slower. There are still things to 
carry through. Th ere is still t he. Guantariamo_3ay_Nayal 
Ba se to be given back t o Cuba . There is still work to 
organize the cooperatives. There is still the job of 
technical dovelopmentr There is a need for growth of 
revolutionary consciousness and morality. Thoro is still 
a need to strengthen, reorganize, and reform the new 
state organs. 

There is a lot to do yet. We suggest a few 
changes in the text of the program. 
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On the question of the prolonged revolution, 
objective development compelled us to change this. Tho 
attacks against us compelled us to speed up the revolution 
and international solidarity helped us to do it. Originally 
oui> nearness to the United States compelled us to. go slow. 
But the solidarity of the Latin American peoples changed 
this, Tho solidarity of the socialist states helps us to 
consolidate the revolution. 

Tho reduction of tho sugar quota forced us to 
take counter measures and look for new foreign markets 
and all that this implies. These things, are based on 
objective developments and not on tho will of tho 
revolutionaries. We cannot artificially accelerate or 
contain the revolution. Let us not make predictions 
regarding the rhythm of revolutions. 

Concerning the future and a socialist state. It 
; w ^-ll develop on the basis of national conditions. We do not 
5a£e it clear or specific that tho future aim is soclalismT" 
; But we do toll tho people that it is logical although no~w 
I W e are not a socialist state. We' do mako it clear that tho 
luturb aim is socialism. We tell the poople it is logical - 
aXthouah now we are hot a socialist state. 

We should, never forgot Hungary, Wo should keep 
that in mind, ilany mistakes made in Hungary in pushing 
the revolution were fuel for the counter revolutionaries. 

The United States is trying to do the same thing to us 
now to create the Bane kind of situation they helped to . 
create in Hungary. 

In regard to relations with tho United States, 
we are with the people of that country. The people of the 
United States are not.our enemies. Tho United States 
imperialist government is restrained by public opinion 
in Latin America and other parts of the world. We must 
.taake it clear that new needs require new relations. Our 
relationship with the Soviet Union is an important element 
fin our policy. 
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In regard to the role of tho state in the 
national economy, ESCALANTE proposed some changes in 
paragraphs 17 and 18 of his mimeographed spooch. 

In concluding, ESCALANTE said Marxism-Leninism 
gavo clarity to our march. Without this, the rovolution 
of January, 1959, would have been impossible. Marxism-Leninism 
exposed,, clarified, and showed tho rolo of United States 
imperialism and tho relationship of imperialism to the 
' latifundists. Without Marxism-Leninism, the genoral lino 
of revolutionary development could hot be organized. Our 
program is a collective one. Many patriotic Cubans helped 
to draw it up, formulate it,, etc. This is not just a 
Party program. It is a mobilized guide to action and is 
based on reality. We must educate our cadre with this 
program. It expresses the collective opinion of. our 
Central Committee and enables us to advance the revolution 
and strengthen it.

L UZA RDO nade a report on the rules and 

"He’'stressed Marxism-Leninism and unity 


Without Marxism-Leninism and unity of action, the 
Party could not lead.. If each group actod on its own then 
there urould be no real party and no real success. If one 
Joins the Party he must accept the program and participate 
actively in the work. A sympathizer is not a CP member. 
Only those who. accept the program of Marxism-Leninism and 
do work, are members. 


A Marxist-Loninist Party is a complex of organization, 
not Jiist a .conglomeration of individuals. All members must 
be members of a branch or committee. There is a need for 
discipline to face imperialism and to destroy the semi-colonial 
structure and bring about social transformation. 


LUZARDO thon dealt with democratic centralism 
and internal democracy. Democracy must be limited. Our 
statutes apply the Marxist-Loninist principles of organization 
but one must never give voice to opinions that clash with 
Marxism-Leninism. Ideology is most important. Like FIDEL 
said, wo have to bo clear to fight the.enemy. 


In regard to the promotion of cadre, there is a 
great heed for cadro. Tho revolution transforms everything 
so there is a.need for cadro. They are here all around us. 
We see. them in the factory and on the farm but we must get 
more. There is a need, for the utilization of cadre and a 
need for a broad horizon because of the heeds of the 
revolution,- 


Communists must learn vigilance and practice 
jvigilance, Wo must learn not to talk. Learn how to keep 
a secret and to expose enemy agents. The statutes of the 
■ Party stress secrecy. We have to guard it like tho golden 
-rule. If secrecy is not kept, a member faces expulsion. 
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LUZARDO discussed revolutionary vigilance which 
appears on page 12 of his writton speech and forms of 
organization which appears on page 13 of this speech. Ho 
said that, the Marxist-Leninist principles give effective 
organization and give power to subdivide, organizations. 
Howevor,. no lower organization can do this without 
consultation with the Central Committee. 

LUZARDO stated that it was decided to hold a 
national assembly or convention every throo years. There 
is also a special provision for this 8th National Assembly 
to bo called into special session betwoen assemblies. 
Therefore, this 8th National Assonbly remains the highest 
i body in the PSP for, throe years. The special circumstances, 
the revolutionary situation, makos this necessary. 

By way of comment, this special provision is 
dealt with on pages 13 and 14 of LUZARDO*S written report; 
This provision was made because of the possibility of the 
PSP merging with other groups in Cuba, Any such merger 
could not be approved by tho Central Committee and would 
lhave to be approved by the-National Assembly or Congress. 

In concluding, LUZARDO warned against the kind 
of relations Party members have with expolled members. 

He also discussed the question of a waiting period for 
membership in the PSP.

United States imperialists have become more 
dosponate since we nationalized the important industries, 
and plants. The workers and peasants national militia 
is chiefly responsible for exposing counter revolutionary 
plots and for capturing many counter revolutionaries. 

BRAVO then talked about the organization of 
dofon B o against invasion. Ee said* modern war is very 
complicated. So we need to study. We need greater 
discipline. The rebel forces (the army) need to bo 
tightened up both physically and morally. They- must 
i> r opare for a hard life of soldiers. All workers and 
peasants, all Party people should join, the militia. 

BLAS ROCA interrupted and said, all people. 

BRAVO replied that he agreed and thon said that the enemy 
(is trying to confuse and divide us by saying that the 
.militia will take over tho army. This is not so. The 
(militia backs tho army as an auxiliary force. This .force 
will make it impossible for tho onemy to organize a fifth 
.column. But wo must be vigilant. In case of battle, 
(.Communists must bo in the front line. In case of panic 
in the first explosion, Communists must be calm and know 
how to prevent panic. In concluding, BRAVO emphasized 
/that in all struggles, Communists are in the front line and 
oust master tho tactic of military technique and leadership. 

Dexaarks of JORGE MONTES of Chile 

After a group of sales girls from a department 
store wore ushered in and read a resolution, JORGE--MONT ES of 
Chile spoke and said that imperialism, as an enemy of Chile, 
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is worse than tho earthquakes. If it had not been for 
United States imperialists, tho damage in Chile due to tho 
earthquako would not have been so great because Chile 
could have orected better buildings. While the chief 
enemy is United States imperialism, tho Cuban spark will 
fire all of Latin America. 

Remarks of SANTIAGO CARRILLO of Spain 

SAN TIAGO CA RRILLO. of Spain was greeted with shouts 
of Death to FRANCO'f ^Greetings in Combat! 

CARRILLO said, there is light in tho Caribbean; 
light for all of Latin America, Light which will froo 
the oppressed. The Cuban revolution is original* There 
is nothing concerning the problems of Cuba in Marxism-Leninism. 

CARRILLO greeted tho PSP for its application of 
theory. He. said, you loarned from the Soviet Union, now 
you will be toachihg us, Tho Cuban people will win because 
they have the Soviet Union behind them.

:resist it. No date for it has been set. Tho Communists 
’arp not impatient. Thore is unity of socialists* Catholics, 
'Monarchists and even priests who cannot stand the tactics 
of FRANCO and aro. joining this movement of solidarity.

The FRANCO regime is the weakest regime in Western 
Europe. A cry is being raised in Spain. Unitod States take 
your bases out of Spain because your bases are the support 
of FRANCO. Undoubtedly this cry is not reaching the reactionary 
leaders of Unitod States imperialism. 
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CARRILLO appealed for help in Latin America to 
mako it possible for exilos to return and fight in Spain. 

He aleo appealed for protests to free those, in FRANCO 
prisons. In concluding, ho congratulated the PSP on its 
fight against Yankee imperialism. 

Remarks of JACQUES DDCLOS of France 

After the remarks of PEDRO _SA AD_of Ecuador and 
JAUES^JACKSON^of the United States, JACQUgS..DPCLOS of France 
spoke is "Spanish. His speech was a recitation^of^the current 
international lino of the CPSU. He praised the Cuban 
revolution. He said, the CP of France is helping the 
Algerians who are being held in oppression. The Cuban 
revolution will not be a second Guatemala.

” " ""My memorandum 8/27/60 set forth the highlights of the 
seventh .Solo trip and my memorandum 9/1/60 set out a resume of 
Bias Roca's report to the Eighth National Assembly. Roca is General 
Secretary of the PSP. Chicago airtel 8/31/60 contains a summary of 
sessions! of the Eighth National Assembly held from 8/16/60 through 
8/2d/60~.~ Following are pertinent remarks made at the National 
Assembly of the PSP5during these five days of activity: 


1. Lazardo Pena, working in the World Federation of Trade 
Unions, announced at the 8/16/60 sessions that "we" are behind Fidel 
Castro and the revolution—the revolution has the support of all 
the people. 


2. Anibal Escalante, member of the Program Committee of 
the PSP, made a report on the PSP program at the 8/18/60 sessions. 
Escalante said that Fidel Castro realized that "we" differentiated 
ourselves from his movement. But despite some mistakes "we" have 
made, "we" contributed to the revolution. "Our" program says that // 
the national revolution must be complete; this means that "we" musr 
j get back the Guantanamo base for Cuba. The main aim of the revolution 
'is already realized and "we" are Advancing now to get rid of the-last 
vestiges of imperialism. 


According to Escalante, machines and factories are starting 
to come into Cuba from the Soviet Union, Czechoslovakia and East 
Germany. 76 sugar mills are administered by the state and the 
factories/ mines, utilities, railroads, port installations, city 
transportation and agricultural implements are actually in fhe hands 
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of the state. Already "we" are beginning a Cuban merchant marine. 

I Ourj relationship with the Soviet Union, Escalante said, is an 
I important element in our policy. 

3. Paul Werner, East German delegate to the PSP, pledged 
support of East Germany to the Cuban revolution. He said "our" 
schools are open to your technicians and that 2,500 scholarships 
are available for Cuban engineers. 

4. Alcira de la Pena, delegate from Argentina, said that 
the CP of Argentina has formed a democratic coalition to fight 

\ imperialism. He said the CP of Argentina still has 100,000 members 
| although the Party is mostly illegal. 

5. Manuel Larzardo, at the 8/19/60 sessions, made a report 
on the rules and by-laws of the PSP. He stressed Marxism-Leninism 
and unity in the Party. He said communists must learn and practice 

\ vigilance, learn how to keep a secret and learn how to expose enemy 
I agents. 


6. Cesar Escalante, member of the Presidium and Central 
Committee of the PSP, stated that 67 institutions in Cuba are 
nationalized. There is a need for unity, Escalante said, between 
the PSP, the July 26 Movement and the March 13 Directorate. 

7. The- theme of General Wu Hsiu Chuan,. Red Chinese 

delegate, was that United States imperialism is the chief enemy of 
all the peoples of the world—the United States is preparing itself 
and has been doing so for the last year in order to start a new war. 
General Chuan read a telegram fiom the Central Committee of the CP 
of China wherein it asked that Cuba act as a stimulant for all of 
Latin America and the entire world independence, movement against 
Yankee imperialism. ' 

Informant;! commented that delegates from the CPs present 
at the Eighth National Assembly of the PSP felt that the CP of China 
has not changed its line one iota from the time of the Bucharest 
Conference in June, 1960. (The ideological dispute between the CP 
of the Soviet Union and the CP of China was brought out into the open 
at this Conference.)

I Yet without FIDEL CASTRO and some of the forces around 
him, the PSP could not do very much by ltsolf. Tho PSP 
is tho chief organizing force and pressure force to keep 
the revolution going in Cuba. But the PSP could not do 
it without the prestige and nano of CASTRO and some other 
forces around him. This is why the PSP repeatedly mentioned 
CASTRO's name during the 8th National Assembly. 

BLAS ROCA, in his nain report, was worried about 
the Christian Democrats. The Christian Democrats in Cuba 
did not come out against diplomatic ties with the socialist 
bloc or against nationalization but did cone out against 
communism. There aro still such forces in Cuba. This is 
why the"PSP shouts for unity with the national bourgeoisie 
who aro gathered around CASTRO for real, patriotic roasons. 

The national bourgeoisie is still an influential force 
in Cuba. Yot—the^PSP is tho best organized force in Cuba 
and it is utilizing tho _ prostige accruing to it because 
Cuba has been deluged with supplies, both economic and 
military, from the Soviet Union and the socialist bloc. 

Still the PSP could riot take over by itself at this time. 

What may be developing in Cuba is a situation 
.that is not new. The Communists got started in Czechoslovakia 
in a similar manner. Tho .Communists used UASARYK _ and 

BENES and when the time come they took over. Tho Communists 
did tho some thing in Poland. They formed unity with some 
social democrats. They did tho same thing in East Germany 
when they took in some left social democrats. Now some of 
these may have been crypto-Conmunists, but the fact is that 
the Communists had to unite with certain parties. Something 
similar to this was done in Hurigary but to a lesser extent 
than in some other countries. 

So tho Communists could use tho names of very 
important individuals, even those belonging to other clrissos, 
they could form alliances with other political parties, all 
tho time keeping in mind that in tho end their aim is to 
1 establish a Communist dictatorship. While the PSP is the 
best organized force in Cuba, at the presont time it suits 
\the aims of the leadership of the PSP to stay in the background 




and not be as prominent as they might want to bo. They must 
give the impression that they are a. part of a united,nation 
{a nd th at Cuba i'S'~ftbt~a 'Communist country^. 

It would be wbll to remember that only now has 
Czechoslovakia, twelve years after the Communists took over, 
declared itself a socialist state, and in the agricultural 
field, Czechoslovakia is not much more advanced than Cuba 
is right, now as far as collectivization is concerned. 

Of course the problems are different since thoro woro not 
such large'landed estatos in Czechoslovakia as thero were 
in Cuba, 

.The CP does not have to be in the forefront. Yet 
all tho time tho Communists aro working to take over as 
they did in Czechoslovakia, Poland, East Germany, etc. 

[The J?SI* is—on^thejpoad to establishing^a_Communist .dictatorship 
I in Cub a. While Cuba has a dictatorship now, it cannot be 
called a Communist dictatorship and it Is not yet called 
)a socialist state. The Communists call it an anti-imperialist, 
[national liberation state. 

The PSP influence has definitely_incr.eased in Cuba 
[because it profited from/ tho .prestige .asla^rcsult-of getting 
[commitments,' economic and bthefwiso^_from^the socia list , bloc. 

It is not known to what extent the socialist blocTio committed 
militarily except for the broad statement about giving rocket 
support if Cuba is invaded by the United States. It is 
known that Cuba is getting supplios and arms_from_thp^,Soyiot 
bloc but how much is not known. All of this was gotten with 
tfie~help of the PSP, RAOUL CASTRO’s trip to tho Soviet 
Union and to Czechoslovakia in mid-July, I960, was only a 
legal recognition of this.

. BLAS EOCA had spent many weeks in tho Soviet Union and tho (j 
announcement that Russia and Cuba were to reestablish 
diplomatic rolations was made public at the time BLAS ROCA 
was still in the Soviet Union. 

Thoro was a story by one' of the loaders of tho 
PSP that the Russian ship Poking, which was hit by a Norwegian 
ship, could havo roturned to Russia because of the extonsivo 
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damage. Yet, because it was carrying oil, tho crow cade 
repairs at sea in ordor to avort any oil crisis from 
developing in Cuba. The Soviet camp also rushed machinery, 
paper pulp, and other supplios to Cuba.

MORRIS CHILDS, travelling under the name of MARTIN 
CAMP, arrived in Havana, Cuba from Now York City late in the 
ovening of August 11, I960 and registered at the Hotel 
Riveria, Foreigners arriving in Cuba now haye to sign a 
docunon.t that they will pay their hotel bill in tho currency 
of thoir country. CHILDS was travelling undor an assumed 
name in contemplation of meeting representatives- of thd 
OP. Q? the SpyloPT nlon in Havana and was looking forward 
to future trips to the Soviet Union. Howovor, no ropresen-r 
tatives of the CP of the Soviet Union attonded the 8th 
National Assembly of tho PSP, despite indications in July 
that the CP of the Soviet Union would have a .delegation in 
Cuba for this Assembly. 

CHILD3 was carrying a list of tho nanesof the 
delegates from tho CP, USA, to tho 8th National Assembly 
of the PSp.- This list was signed by GUS HALL, and bore 
the seal of tho CP, USA. 

On August 12, 1960i CHILDS took a cab from tho 
Hotel Rivoria to the hoadquar.tors of the PSP, which is

headquarters oif^'Hoy", pub licatio n..of-the-PSP... is ^Located 
, at; Glh Carlos ITT AvonuoY Tho headquarters of the PSP 
i was guarded with plainclothes men and militia men, carrying 
* lall sorts of weapons. After some difficulty, CHILDS got 
to the upstairs of the headquarters building and asked 
for either ANIBAffsESCALANTE or (FNuWgUERIERjO. A translator 
- named MARIE took CHlLDS'to the offic<*S>:TTSSCALANTE and 
^ GUEREEFD.who is an assistant to ESCALANTE and member of the : 

Central Committee of the PSP. At least half a dozen guards 
woro in tho corridor. Tho headquarters building is 
!surrounded by other buildings occupied by other CP members.- 
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Since ESCALANTE was hot in his offico at the 
■j monont, CHILDS was ushered into tho office of SBVERO 

AGUIRRE . AGUIRRE attended tho 21st Congress of tho'CP of 
the Soviet Union and is a member of the Political Bureau 
and one of the top half dozen loaders of tho PSP. 

ESCALANTE, who speaks good English, arrlvod and 
greeted CHILDS. BLAS\BOCA, who only knows a. few worcfe In 
English, cane in and chatted with ESCALANTE and CHILDS for 
a few minutes. ROCA said he expected a delegat ion from tho 
CP of the Soviet Union for tho 8th^Na'fional Assembly. 


CHILDS turned over to ROCA for delivery to tho 
delegation from the CP of tho Soviot Union, a resolution on 
peace adopted by the National Exocutivo Committee, of tho 
^P.t.ySA, and also a nOto summarizing a meeting of the 
National Executive Committee of tho CP, USA, hold in New 
York City during the weekend of August 6-7* I960, The 
noto said that a vorbal answer had boon sent to the CP 
of tho Soviot Union in reply to a request that a delegate 
from the . CP; . USA, be in Moscow for a conference on September 
28 a nd-gflj The note stated that the matt or "to Tjq" 

discussed at tho Moscow conforonco should not be discussed 
with anyone from the CP, USA, except MORRIS CHILDS, but 
at the conference, ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN should bo 
available to assidt ^CHILDS if the CP of“the Soviet Union, 
agrees. Also delivered to the PSP for delivery to the 
CP of the Soviet Union was a copy of an article by UILLIAM 
Z. FOSTER entitled ''The Fight Against Revisionism Is Not 
Ovor". A note accompanied this article and stated that 
the .article was rojected by tho National Executive Committee 
of the CP, USA* because it is not based on objective reality 
in either the United States or the CP, USA, This note also 
stated that CHILDS had briofed FOSTER on the current 
ideological dispute between tho CP of the-Soviet-Union and 
the CP of. Chinai FOSTER said he endorsed the position of 
the CP of the Soviet Union on poaco, war, co-oxistonco, etc. 
It should be pointed out however, that a few months ago, 
comrade FOSTER’S leanings were toward the CJiina position. 
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When it was learned subsequently that the CP of 
the Soviet Union did not send a delegation to the 8th 
National Assembly of the PSP, arrangements were made with 
Z MTw s jTOLA of tho Interna tional De partment of the Central 
Committee of the CP o f Czochoalovakia. and' a member of the 
delegation from the CP of Czechoslovakia to the 8th National 
Assembly of the PSP, to send this matorlaT to tho CP of tho 
Soviet Union through the Czechoslovakian Embassy in Havana. 
The Czechoslovakian Embassy immediately nado contact with 
Russian diplomatic personnel who wore staying at the Hilton 
Hotel in Havana, since Russia did not have ah embassy 
in Havana ah of this time. 

During tho discussion between CHILD3, ROCA and 
ESCALANTE, BLAS ROCA said that the P3P is not going to stress 
the Party. The life of the Cuban revolution dopqn.de on the 
unity of theJPSPj^ tho July 2B€hTffoyement. .and. tho jiiarch_ 13 
Directorate. The July”261 h Movement and the March 13 
directorate are looked upon by the PSP as representing the 
national bourgeoisie. 

ROCA gave four tasks of the revolution, 1) unity;

CG 5824-S* completed Solo mission six on 7/31/60. This 
mission took him to Russia and Czechoslovakia. Before he was 
able to furnish us complete data on this trip he left on Solo 
mission seven for Havana, Cuba, 8/11/60. After returning to the 
United States on 8/25/60, CG 5824-S# furnished us complete informa¬ 
tion concerning Solo mission seven and then supplied us with the 
remaining data on Solo trip six. 

Chicago airtel 9/7/60 discloses that while informant was 
in Prague, Czechoslovakia, in July, I960, during the sixth Solo 
mission, he had a discussion with Chao Yi-min, representative of 
the Communist Party (CP) of China to the "World Marxist Review." 

I Chao stated that the CP of China wants ten people from the 
ft United States to come to China by May, 1961, and to act as 
translators, analysts of international affairs, and instructors in 
yEnglish. The wives and children of these^people can accompany 
j I them to China. 


Chao also disclosed that "a one-time deal" can be 
arranged whereby furs from China can be imported into the 
United States through Canada. The profit realized by selling the 
furs in the United States can go to the CPUSA. The CPUSA, according 
to Chao, should arrange to have Tim Buck, General Secretary of the' 
CP of Canada, assign somebody in Canada to meet somebody assigned 
by the CPUSA in Chicago, Illinois, in order to carry through this 
proposal.

CG 5824-S* left New York City 8/11/60 to attend, as a 
Communist Party (CP), USA, delegate, the Eighth National Assembly 
of the Partido Socialista Popular (PSP), CP of Cuba, scheduled to 
convene in Havana, Cuba, 8 /I 0 / 6 O. Informant returned to the 
United States from this seventh Solo mission on 8/25/60. 

Chicago airtel 9/l/60 discloses that Bias Roca, General 
Secretary of the PSP, in company with the informant, stated that the 
life of the Cuban revolution depends on the unity of the PSP, the 
July 26 Movement and the March 13 Directorate, other main forces in 
the Cuban Government. Roca mentioned four tasks of the revolution:

ZEURIL and BELASTOTSKY said thatyintornational 
Books will bo as liboral as possible but tmat tho arrangement

in writing. Tho KRUTHs will bo given a good discount and 
good credit torms if they cone through with a sound business 
plan. International Books also wants tho KRUTHs to soil to 
Party circles or Party sympathizers and not to compete with 
some firms in tho United States with which International 
Books has signed contracts to sell Russian literature in the 
United States. 

ZEURIL and BELASTOTSKY stated that when concrete 
businoss details aro workod out, whoever is to the owner 
or an agont of tho now firm should contact FNTmZAPENKO at 
the .S oviet Embassy in Washington^ D. C. ZAPENKO is thoir 
trade representative and the"ownor or agent of the new firm 
can take up concrete details with ZAPENKO on a commercial 
basis. Until that time, thore is not much more to discuss. 

This entire meeting in Moscow consumed less than 
one-half hour. 

Subsequently this matter was discussed in August, 
1960, in New York City with HYilAN LUlffiR and later with 
ISADORE WOFSY. LUUER said that ho had disassociated 
himself from the entire affair involving Imported Publications 
and Products. LUUER said that WOFSY and the KRUTHs are 
handling it,but that the KRUTHs wore on a one month vacation. 

ISADORE y/OFSY was pessimistic about the whole deal.

CHILDS was told by DENNIS and HALL that in his next 
meeting with his local Soviet contact (VLADIMIR BARKOVSKY) 
he should tell the latter that the CPDSA is making "certain 
preparations" with regard to KHRUSHCHEV'S scheduled appearance 
at the United Nations. In the event that anti-Soviet groups 
picket KHRUSHCHEV, arrangements have been made for "counter- 
picketing." All nationality groups have been alerted "to TV - 
prepare for KHRUSHCHEV'S coming." 

The Chicago Committee for Defense of Civil Rights

The Marxist-Leninis.t Parties of tho world are, without a 
doubt, the most conscious forces of tho proletariat. 

,Tho internationalism and the unity of these Parties, and 
'constant and intimate collaboration is most important. 

This unity is based on tho principles of Marxisn-Lohinism. 
Tho futuro of humanity in this epoch depends upon the. unity 
of the Uarxist-Leninist Parties,. 

By way of comment, this can bo interpreted as an 
appoal to tho CP of tho Soviet Union and the CP of China 
to mitigate thoir ideological differences. 

If, this unity remains,, then wo will be able to 
more rapidly defeat the forces of inperialism and colonial¬ 
ism. The underdeveloped countries of the world would help 
us too. 


We want to thank tho fraternal delegates. Also 
wo are thankful for tho messages of solidarity from the 
Parties which wore unable to bo here; We thank each 
delegate for the words they brought us and tho help they 
gave to us to assist in overcoming obstacles.. I repeat 
as I said in the roport, tho delegates should be tho 
bearers of our messages of thanks. 

Some petty radio commentators havo been saying 
that in our National Assembly there would be a terrific 
struggle between tho old and tho now. They are not 
original.. This has been raised and inflated by Yankee 
imperialism before. What thoy did wish was that the 
PSP bo divided and not dedicated to tho tasks of tho revolu¬ 
tion and to progress. Wo would then be sidotracked and 
involved in all kinds of squabblos and problems. They 
would have wished that tho Party, instead of boing a force 
for the unity of all revolutionary forces, was divided and 
torn by inner strife. 
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Imperialism also searches for divisions and motives 
for splits in tho vanguard Parties. They wish there was 
a fight betwoon tho old, I aa tho old, versus tho now. 

, If thoro is something wo can be proud of in tho 35 years 
jof tho Party’s existence, it is its monolithic unity. 

e-hav£L_gpnc through many situations during thoso 35 
years,. We havo"Tiad all softs of discussions. Wo have 
had cono sharp differences from time to timo but wo always 
•maintained our unity and no one can break it or play with 
it • 


This unity has been manifested at this National 
Assembly. Some oven expressed doubt because of tho great 
enthusiasm hero. This is not a bad thing because it 
results from discussions and, in turn, results in healthy 
progress. Wo should bo glad that there is onthu3iasm. It 
is not ialso; it is real. It comes from roality and 
indicates that progress is boihg realized in life. 

Wo have a right to bo gay. We have suffered 
long enough. Wo have gone through many trials and 
troubles. We have rocoivod many blows but wo remain 
firm and stick staunchly to our nin 3 . Wo have given no 
concessions to tho enemy. We aro always guided by 
Marxism-Loninism. Wo aro therefore happy. This is the 
most important thing in this Assembly. We can Say that 
this Assembly is a landmark on the road to unity and paves 
tho way for tho unity of the revolution. 

What aro tho fundamental characteristics of tho 
revolution. There are fivo of them, although wc can keep 
on expanding thoso. Wo missed a sixth characteristic. 

This number six, 1 would say, is thojanity_of_ the r evolution 
asa. rruarante o of the_advance of~ t he royblution. 

In January, 1959, FIDEL said that tho only ones 
that could carry through a revolution or defeat it aro tho 
same revolutionaries, depending on whether they are 
united or divided. Imperialism has boen working to divide 
the revolutionary forces. The only one that would profit 
would bo United States imperialism, tho 3Worn enemy of the 
revolution. 
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At the beginning, the enemy tried to replace the 
peoplOB army with a professional arny. Or the enemy would 
say: "Do away with arms. Lot us govern ourselves'*. But 
the PSP fought for the unity of the arny and the people.. 

Wo exposed the enemies and the Fldttists. We refuted 
the tactics of anti-Connunisn. We said fight for unity. 
Fight the Right wing in the Cabinet and those who 
mentally subordinate themselves to inperialisn. Wo 
rallied around tho great military leader of the revolution - 
FIDEL. 


Anti-Communism is a great weapon of the enemy to 
divide the workers, peasants, studonts and tho national 
bourgeoisie. This is tho fundamental role of Anti-Communism. 
Our enemies say that it is natural that we* the Communists, 
would fight against anti-Comaunism. This is true. But 
this is not tho fundamental reason in this period. At this 
time this (anti-Communism) is the preferred weapon of the 
enemy toKLock tho unity of tho revolution. 

The qnomy uses massive propaganda. They have used 
the argument of anti-Communism since the cradle of Communism 
was built. Everyone who does something good or radical or 
wants changes or nationalization or favors democracy or 
progress - all of these are "Communists" in the eyes of 
imperialism. In Cuba, they tried this but they helped up* 
by using this argument. We have convinced the people v 
because they saw inperialisn through BATISTA’s practice of 
anti-Communism and they sawtbonbs that hit them narked 
"Hado in tho United States". They saw the imperialist 
press defend tyranny uador tho guise of anti-Communism. 

But the people also saw th© traitors defect and 
fleo. They witnessed the cutting of the sugar quota. They 
saw the dropping of the fire bomb on the sugar crops and 
mills. Therefore, FIDEL identified anti-Communism with 
imperialism. He alsosaw how with this flag (tho banner of 
anti-Communism) they elevated HITLER and FRANCO into power. 

Now FIDEL and the people know the aims of anti- 
Communism. This was no oasy job. During the first days 
of tho revolution, we were faced with great problems and 
many dangers. Some comrades wanted to direct us to 
discuss past problems, old oneB and to engage in self- 
criticism. Some were arguing that wo got into tho 
rosurrection early. Others argued that we got into it 
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too late, etc. We discussed these problens very calmly 
in a comradely manner - to convince our comrades. Wo 
convinced then to see today's problens, to dofeat the 
enemies of the revolution. 

" i 

This, was a correct approach. 

Thanks to the policies of our Party, it was 
possible to defeat anti-Communist and march forward in February, 
in May* in June, and in October (1958). We could not dofeat 
the anti-Comnunists then but after that we did defoat them. 

In our fight wo will see many people who do not 
carry a Party card but in their heart, they are with us. 

This is the sixth characteristic of the revoluti on an d 
is a guarantee of unityand of tbp revolut ion. This 
guarantee a~v±c 'tory and the carrying through of the program 
of. the revolution. If United States imperialism cannot 
defeat us, no counter revolution can defeat us* 

There is no final unity. There are no signed 
I documents •» no united front. There is a relation^of 
coincidence that all the revolutionary forces in Cuba 
have .the same aim . ..... 

Dogmatic concepts would not analyze or understand 
this. But perhaps it 1 b more than dogmatic concepts. 

Sometimes comrades who do not understand adopt a manner 
of routine thinkingi Sometimes comrades are backward. 

Some comrades, although learned, cannot understand tho new 
situation and tho changes.. They try to apply old thinking 
to new situations. Maybe this is dogmatism. I call it 
routinism or sectarianism. 

Wo (the PSP) are the cement that holds the unity 
together. The Independence of classes is not being 
endangered because of our approach to tho revolution. 

/ We will not lose class identity because of too much unity. 

By way of comment, these remarks of BLAS BOCA 
arc a reference to the polemic between LADISLAO CARBAJAL 
and CESAR ESCALANTE. 
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The Orioate PSP leader (CARBAJAL) is worried and 
concerned and expressed questions that are undoubtedly in 
the minds of some people. So ho spoke of social laws and 
classes. But what he forgets is that wo are not using 
phrases about classes. We do onphasize working class 
ideology and the practice of this idoology by tho 
working class. 

We are against routine thinking because it is 
no good. The comrades who use these sacred phrases (classes 
and the independence of classes) are not always correct; 

Some who use these phrases do not always carry through the 
aims of tho working class in life. During tho first days 
of the revolution, thore wore dangers of conciliation and 
Plattism. But we added a little salt and vinegar. Wo 
said, out with the Plattists and it turned out all right. 

This gave more weight to tho revolution and 
stopped the alliance between the Right wing and tho 
conciliatory bourgeoisie who said, "The revolution should 
stop right here". We said nothing about co-independence 
of classes. But we affected a shift of alliances. The 
working class and the peasantry were united. Tho agrarian 
reform was adopted and this was a blow to the Plattist3. 

Even some of tho conciliators signed tho document of tho 
agrarian reform because they had no other way out. This 
was a real advance of the revolution. 

We are not after phrases. Wo want reality.. 
Marxism-Leninism wants results. We rapidly learhod a now 
language. The language that is not in the rituals. 

Many, many things are being done under non-consecrated names. 
When tho forces of tho revolution wore not yet consolidated 
it required astuteness which tho people displayed to find 
new ways and now methods to carry through the taoks. Wo 
have learned. Other parties can learn. 

At this National Assembly wo discussed 
sectarianism. Wo have a groat task, to guard the revolution. 
We can always see sectarianism. Some have said, wo should 
open the gates of our Party and that we could have had 
tens of thousands of rocruits. Would that have helped 
the revolution? Would that have helped unity? Would we 
have beon able to defeat anti-Conmunism if we did this? 
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, We would havo had an Influx of enemies. In fact, 

wo have already had to expol FBI men, BATISTA non, etc. If 
•wo opened tho cates it could havo led to terriblo results. 

Now the revolution depends upon tho quality of tho nenbqrs 
and they in turn nu 3 t have contact with, tho people. 

If we would have started recruiting in all 
organizations such as the July 20th novenent and tho 
March 13 Directorate, otc.., which wo do not permit, 
wo would havo brought noro division into our ranks instead 
of revolution and we would havo holped to divido tho 
(revolutionaries. We uso discretion in recruit ins or 
bringing somoono into our Party. If wo naca recruited wo 
would havo had a nasa of bureaucrats from tho various 
organisations. Eut as things aro now we holp to koop thC3C 
organisations united. 

We have learned a now language. For example, 
when we speak of fighting tho aortal enemy, wc say fight 
the broakmon (those who want to put a break on tho 
revolution). 

I would not characterize sectarianism as counter 
revolutionary. I± is divisivo, howevor. In Orientc 
Province we may have somo sectarianism; those who stick to 
routinioa. Wo aro in a revolutionary movement. Guard 
against premature acts - against too many committees or too 
many mootings to discuss this or that. We must discuss 
concrete problems and not form now committees. Piling 
up committees upon commit toes is no good. If we do it 
locally then wo will do it nationally. Whatovcr wo do wo 
must do it in a coordinated mannor. 

Our task now i3 to solve practical problems. 

Wo have listened to many problems from the various cities, 
Villages and provinces in the carrying through of organizational 
reform. In Las Vegas, tho comrades arc worried about tho 
real problem which affects the orientation of tho pooplo. 

What is the fundamental method to solve those problems? 

, 1) Do nothing to hurt tho poor or middle 

I peasants or any of the humblo people. 

I 2) Do nothing without tho concont of tho masses. 

Tho task is not to imposo but first to convinco. This is 
almost a law. If wo follow thoso rules we will polvo 
many problems in many provinces. It is vital for Jtbo 
revolution to convinco_tho.masses. Somo think that now that 
wo~"have authority or a resolution that that is onough. 
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ITho job la to convinco, to convinco, to convince tho naaaoo 
| that thoso noasuroa which aro being undortakon aro nocossary. 
Ilomenbcr that tho masses do not give thoir approval forever. 

Every day ye nmst win nao3 approval. Wo do things 
with tho help and enthusiasm of tho masses. Thoro is a 
linlp bptwoon tho majority and the active but wo nood to 
convindo tho naasos, 

Tho old is also rocroated ovon in tho nid3t of 
revolution. Tho Party must know how to dissipate tho doubts 
that crcoii into tho minds of tho pcoplo or thoso doubts 
raised by tho oncay. This is a daily task. Wo havo 
Marxism-Leninism to guide us. Wo can thoreforo seo tho lies 
and nanouvoro of tho onenioa. Wo havo to do much noro 
, prquganda however, FIDEL is very convincing on tolovision. 
i But wo have to do it b'd moans of meetings, talking to 
I individuals daily, explaining, convincing, otc. This is 
1 tho job of tho Party. 

If tho masses aro not convinced, wo shall have 
, problons. Wo have problems in tho trado unions and among 
1 tho peasants. Free people aro sometimes confused but wbon 
they are cloar they holp us to expose tho countor revolution¬ 
aries. Contact with the masses is tho main thing for tho 
Party to carry through tho tasks of this National Assembly. 

Wo are not talking only about tho agrarian reform. 
Thoro aro other problems too: 1) production, 2) industrial 
f development and 3) military defense of tho country. 

In tho past wo wore just agitators. Wo aro still 
I propagandists and agitators but wo must also master tho 
i problems of production, how to got raw materials, prices 
and transportation. Thoso aro tho problems and we learn 
how to solve thorn in tho factories and amongst tho pooplo. 

On tho quostion of defenoo, wo are enthusiastic. 

Wo say fatherland or death; wo will win, otc. That is O.K,., 
fino! But we must really do thoso things in practice. 
jWo must join tho militia and in sono places not as chiefs 
'or officers. Party members, if necessary, should start as 
doormen and ond up as administrators and not vice versa. 

It is bettor to got in tho army as an ordinary soldier and 
obtain knowledge of how to load others in combat step by 
stop. Wo ourselves, must go to the front and not just sond 
others. 
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Comrade BRAVO said correctly that during tho first 
nomonts o£ attack, thoro is confusion, somo panic and people 
oven start to run, It in necessary that people run into 
battlo but thoy oust know how to do it. Wo nu3t learn 
how to maintain calm nerves so that we can attack and defeat. 
Whoa people will learn tho sound of bombs, explosions, etc., 
thoy will roact all right but wo nust oxpoct sono panic 
in tho first moment. Sono comrades say tho countor revolution 
will not coaoi Why was to timo on drill and training? This 
i3 wrong thinking. 

I think that tho enemy will coao. Wo must think 
I that way. Things aro happening in our country. Thoro havo 
been personal attonpto on tho lives of revolutionary loaders. 
There havo been attempts at sabotage. Wo havo discovered 
several armed caches otorod by the enemy. Wo do havo a 
good cocurity service and because tho pooplo support U3 we 
can even nay that wo aro all in the socrot service. Cut 
lots o£ .things have happened. A smalljiagazinQ. is circulating 
i callodyR ovoi uj; ionar g_RecQgox^ t . Christian Democrats 
put it out. Thoy do" not "announce that thoy aro anti- 
Conmunint. Thoy raiso sono quostions such as "Whero is tho 
property that was promised?” That id why thoy aro dangorous. 
They aro even arnod and prepared. Thoy havo pooplo in tho 
military. Eut wo too havo people inside thoir conspiracy 
do wo knot/ of thoir plans. They are not now successful 
because tho people aro constantly gaining something from 
tho revolution. Their influence is also hold down bocauso 
of the groat influonco of FIDEL, Jut if ho nakos any 
serious mistakos they will fight us and uno arms against 
us. We must bo proparod to ropulao them tho moment of tho 
attack. 


United States imperialism is in a mess at OAS. 
TRUJILLO cones up for discussion. United States imperialists 
wanted to got tho head of TRUJILLO but at tho nano tine got 
tho head of CASTRO. Thoy aro failing because Venezuela demands 
action against TRUJILLO. So tho United States opposes 
Venezuela. Now circumstances have thrown Venczuola and Cuba 
together because tho United States tried to dofend TRUJILLO. 

At this moment thoy will not bo ablo to condemn Cuba. Eut 
thoy will not give up. Thoy will keep on trying blockado and 
control laws. They will try to do many things to cancel 
out all our ocoaonic agreements. 
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Comrades, this is no gano or just slogan shouting . 
Tho world will bo affected by what happens in Cuba, X toll 
you, thoy will try to crush us, Uo will dofoat them. Wb 
have tho support of tho Soviot Union and tho root of tho 
sociallat world. Hoy that tho first Uoviot spaco ship Sag 
rcturnod to earth it~ha 3 tho Imperialists, for the moment , 
paralyzed. Ho do havo tho solidarity of the Soviot Union, 
china,- Czechoslovakia, Poland, llunania, otc. 

Wo have also tho moral solidarity of Asia, Africa 
and tho Iliddlo East. We havo tho solidarity of our brothor 
countries of Latin America, Wo havo tho conditions to 
win, Eut all of these are not onough for victory. Wo must 
organico our own rosorvos and all of ourweapons. 

Thoro is a new situation in Latin Anericn. OAS 
has lost prostigb. United States Imperialism may havo a 
hard tino to uso 0A3, Thoro is a now feeling in Latin 
Anorica against United States Imperialism, It is looked 
upon as a hypocritical oppressor. Wo havo to dovolop this 
feeling. Each country is a stop for us, not just because 
of ono language or geography. Wo havo ono enemy - United 
States imperialism and its lackoys. 

Tho first Congrocs of Latin American youth hold 
horo in Havana ha 3 already had repercussions in all 
countries. This is a now force of support for tho Cuban 
revolution. Wo aro responsible for tho Cuban people. Eut 
wo also havo responsible nood for other peoples ia Eatin 
America and other good pooplos outsido Latin Anorica. 

Wo will answer all the problems of tho discussion 
at this national Assombly. First thoro is tho criticism 
of our boing lato in tho arnod fight, though wo, a3 a Party, 
saw it coming. This problem has boon raisod before in Oriento 
Province especially. Eut since it is raised again and 
sticks with us wenust answer. Since wo respect tho youth- 
fulness of thoso who raisod this question and thoir potential 
futuro hora is how we see it. 

If wo go into a discussion wo would go into 
I all details. We would havo to remind somo peoplo that FIDEL 
iWa3 not willing at that tino that wo join. If wo did* against 
[his will, wo could hurt tho unity of tho revolution. At the 
beginning -of tho revolution, tho enemy charged that wo (the 
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PSP), did not do anything for tho revolution. Wo kopt quiet. 
Wo itched until tho bursting point. Cut wo kopt quiot just 
tho sane for good reasons. So why should wo start now? 

Tho assault in July, 1953 on tho military barracks 
was horoic. That is correct so far. Cut if this is so, then 
why did wo criticise this act? Now wo can givo tho judgment 
of history. Wo woro correct. Here are tho facts. In 
tho report I said some things about this question but tho 
comrades did not listen. I said that guorrilla war was 
nocossary to defeat tho BATISTA regime. But I also said 
that many other things load to be done, to nobilizo tho 
trado unions, tho factories, otc. A multitude of other 
things woro being dono. 

During the landing wo workod in many places in many 
cities. Wo participated in tho Hay elections. Wo holpod to 
demoralise tho army. Tho BATISTA army was fivo times 
larger than tho robol army but wo licked them. Wo got then 
out because tho people wero against them. Wo forced tho 
officers out. Wo organized so many desertions that wo 
had too many uniforms in our hahd3. 

Doing all of th030 things in tho citios, towns, 
army, etc,, was cortainly a contribution. Without this, as 
I have indicated in tho roport, that is without othor 
struggles that took placo during the landing of FIDEL, 
tho enemy could havo concontratcd on that ono point. Wo 
made this impossible. The revolution is united because 
. dvoryone understands that thoro are many tasks, Wo 
, considered tho rebel army Loft in tho lineup. Therefore 
i wo threw all our support to it and that is understood. 

Concerning fighting for the daily needs of tho 
peoplo, tho ^ujalist trado union loaders did not fight 
for tho defonho of tho daily needs of tho pooplo as como 
havo said. Thoy holpod to dieorgaaizo tho trado union 
movement so that tho unions could not fight. But ovon when 
they wore compelled to call strikes, thoy tried to defeat 
them. Wo must nako this point clear to, our people or they 
will think that tho reformists woro not so bad. Some people 
aro saying our present trade union loaders do not ovon got us 
a raise. Woll what about inflation? Workers used to got a 
raise thon prices would go np so thoy got no real incroaso. 
Now wo fight in a different way and tho workers understand 
but wo must explain. 
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This National Assembly will approve our program. 
It will also approve tho new statutes. I expect that it 
will approve ray report but a resolution will be introduced 
on it. 


This was a great Assembly. We will leave here 
stronger than wo ever wore. We are now noro firmly convinced. 
We are more dedicated to Marxism-Leninism and to proletarian 
internationalism than ever before. Wo are united with all 
the revolutionaries against United States imperialism, 

Vivo tho revolution! 

At tho conclusion of BLAS KOCA's summary speech^ 
there was a tremendous demonstration with much, shouting, 
stamping of feet and rhythmic clapping. 

Motion on Reports 

A motion was mado and all reports to this Oth 
National Assembly of the PSP wore acceptod unanimously.

SKYERQ^AGUIRB B made the report on tho election of 
the new Central Committee of tho PSP.

AGUIRRE stated that if the peoplo wanted to, 
they could nominate others from the floor and blank lines 
will appear on the ballot. Those Cuban delegates who 
have credentials will receive ballots. AGUIRRE then 
proceeded to road .41 names. 

BLAS ROCA and others counted tho ballots and 
announced that all 4X named had been elocted. It was 
then announced that the names of the members of tho now 
Central Committee could not be taken down and should not 
be discussed. No ono should leave the hall with a list 
of names. Although tho translator for tho CP, USA delegation, 
ISABELLA CANOSA had such a list, sho tore it up after this 
announcement.

However, tho. delegates from tho fraternal, parties 
Were invited to a public session of tho 8th National Assembly 
starting at 5:00 p.n. at the Biltmore Hotel. Thi3 reporter

arrived at the Biltmore Hotel prior to tbo conclusion of the 
plenum and during this tino the active of the PSP took tho 
following action: 

1) Unanimously approved a resolution to accept 
tho report of BLAS ROCA to tho 8th National Assembly, 

2) Approved the sending of a letter to FIDEL 

CASTRO, wishing him good health and urging him to take 
care of himself. f* 

3) Sent "greetings** to JUAI^MjMEDA^QSQUET, the 

Minister of War. ' 1 

4) Adopted a resolution asking for freedom for 
political prisoners of Spain. 

The plenum concluded about 5:30 p.m. It was 
planned to have tho public session in an outdoor 
stadium but rain necessitated holding it in a ballroom 
of the Biltmore Hotel, There wore between 800 and 1,000 
people in this ballroom. Hundreds of people wore ,in 
halls adjacent to the ballroom. The presidium of the PSP, 
leading members of the fraternal CPs and leading figures 
in public life in Cuba were on the stage. The proceedings 
were on radio. Several, cameramen wore present, 

While this was called the closing session of the 
3tb National Assembly, actually it was not. This public 
session was a repetition of some of tho speeches made at 
the 8th National Assembly, PAUL WERNER of East Germany 
spoke as a representative of the socialist countries in 
Europe. JACQUES DU CL0S spoke a3 a representative of the 
countries in Western Europe. General WU HSIU CHUAN spoke 
for China and RODNEY AR2SUENDI spoke as a representative 
of Latin America. BLAS ROCA made the concluding speech. 

He spo^e without notes and repeated the last part of his 
opening report to the 8th National Assembly^ 

During this public "session , prominent people such 
as the head of transportation in Cuba, tho new Cuban y j,.
